A situation has arisen in the 


foreign, relations -of" the country 
of which it .is my plain duty to 
inform you v.efy frankly. 
It will 


bo recal led that in February. 
1915, 
the imperial- government 


announced its Intention to treat 
the' waters 
surrounding' Great 


Britain and Ireland as embraced 
within the seat of war, and de- 
stroy all merchant ships owned 
by its enemies that might bo 
found within any part of that 
portion of the high seas, and that 
it warned nl 1 vessels of neutral 
as well as of belligerent owner- 
ship to keep out of the waters it 
had- thus .prescribed or else en- 
ter them at their peril. 
The 


government of the United States 
earnestly protested. It took tho 
position that such n policy could 
not bo pursued without the prac- 
tical certainty of grosa and pal- 
pable violations of the law of na- 
tions, particularly if submarine 
craft were to bo employed, as its 
instruments, 
inasmuch as the 


rules . prescribed" by/that law— 
rules founded upon principles of 
humanity and established .forVthn 
protection of lives of non-com- 
batants at sea—could -not in the 
nature of the case "be observed by 
such vessels.

..would not-'be-thua-^-dWlt with " 
and yet. it has "again and again 
permitted its undersea command- 
ers to disregard those assurances 
with entire impunity. Great liners 
like the i-usitania and Arabic and 
mere ferry boats like the Sussex 
have been attacked without a mo- 
ment's warning, sometimes before 
they had even become aware that 
they were in the presence of an 
armed vessel of the enemy, and 
the lives of non-combatants, pas- 
sengers and crews, have been sac- 
rificed wholesale, in a manner 
which the Government of the 
United States cannot but regard 
as wanton and without the slight- 
cstecolor or justification. Xo limit 
of any kind has in fact been set 
to the Indiscriminate pursuit and 
destruction of merchantmen

all kinds and nationalities within

1LLUSTHATINQ THE WORLD'S CURRENT EVENTS. 


FRANKLIN ORCHESTRA and PIPE ORGAN 
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BRUMBAUGH ELIMINATED. 


Mr. Martin G. Brumbaugh, reform governor 


of Pennsylvania, who has a not unfamiliar idea 
about bringing about harmony between'the two 
factions of his party, has encountered an ob- 
struction, of his own making, that ought at once 
lo halt his rather active campaign'to gather 
pledged delegates to the Republican national 
convention, and which certainly eliminates him 
from serious consideration as a presidential 
candidate in that convention. It is a matter that 
has cropped up out of the governor's campaign 
in 1914, and a case similar to those which re- 
sulted in the impeachment of Governor Sulzer 
of New York. 


While in the midst of his gubernatorial cam- 


paign Governor Brumbaugh received a letter 
from his friend, Mr. David B. Oliver, 'brother of 
Senator Oliver. In it was a check for one thou- 
sand dollars. Mr. Brumbaugh immediately dis- 
. patched a telegram of acknowledgment and later 
sent a warm letter of appreciation. In' each he 
thanked Mr. Oliver for his generous help .in the 
fight, which, he was confident, should win. 


Subsequently Mr. Brumbaugh, then governor- 


elect, in accordance with the Pennsylvania law 
governing campaign contributions, filed an affi- 
davit in which he swore that "receipts, contribu- 
tions, etc.," had been "none." These facts are not 
open to dispute, as they are recorded in Governor 
•Brumbaugh's letter and' affidavit. After, this 
there is a slight difference' between the state- 
ments of the governor and his .friend, Oliver. 
The former declares the check was intended for 
his personal use and not to help in his figh't for 
the governorship. The latter says that if he in- 
tended to make a thousand-dollar testimonial' of 
his friendship he would have put it in-some 
other form'than a check.. 


Friends of Governor Brumbaugh have urged 


him to withdraw from the contest for the presi- 
dential nomination, but apparently he thinks tie 
can explain away the transaction to the satis- 
faction of all. Perhaps his motives in not in- 
cluding the thousand-'dollar contribution in his 
campaign affidavit are quite proper and his 
action may be above reproach. But Governor 
Sulzer advanced the same claim, that is, that the 
contributions he received were personal matters 
with him.. 


However that may be, the governor's acts are 


not above suspicion, and a presidential 'candidate 
must be above suspicion to make any. headway. 
It is not necessary to inquire into the motives 
for bringing up the Oliver check matter at this 
time. The fact that it has been made public 
supersedes in importance all other considera- 
tions. The Philadelphia Inquirer, one of the 
governor's staunchest supporters, observes that 
tie candidate at Chicago cannot be handicapped 
by making a defense upon any personal matter 
whatsoever, and coatinues: 


This being the case, it would bo well for the gov- 


ernor even now to reconsider his determination to 
battle for delegates, for he must realize that his 
effort to bring "harmony" into Pennsylvania is a 
failure. JIls real friends had so advised him. To 
their advice the Inquirer does not hesitate to add Its 
own, for it lias counted itself among his friends and 
well vrisUcrs. It supported him not only for the 
nomination and election, hut it stood with him In be- 
half of Jils workmen's compensation and his child 
labor legislation. It has sincerely desired to see his 
administration prove a success. Unfortunately ho 
has, we fear, been paying too ranch attention to a 
few politicians who ha-ro sougbt to nse him to ad- 
Tance thrfr own sordid Interests. It Is not harmony 
that these men haie been -after, but the precise 
reverse. 


JAPAN BALKS LOANS. 


It appears that the negotiations between rep- 


resentatives of the Chinese central government 
and an Eastern banking house for a loan to 
China of $20,000,000 have not been definitely 
concluded. In fact, the report that negotiations 
have progressed so far that China has received 
a million dollars advance on the loan is denied by 
New York bankers. It is stated that negotia- 
tions had been opened with the American fiscal 
agents of China in New York for the sale of five 
millions of treasury notes, but that these have 
•not been completed and probably will never be. 


It is asserted bV those in inner financial cir- 


icles that the real hitch in the efforts of China to 
jsecure financial aid in the United States is due 
ito the opposition of Japan and Great Britain. 
'This is the thing that time and again has como 
between American bankers and the Chinese gov- 


, .ernment when plans were being formed to get 
iAmerican capital for the development of Chinese 
'industry. 


The British government is disinclined to Bee 


American financiers enter the Chinese field fo 
fear British banking interest and British, trad 
ultimately might suffer. Japan is still mor 
averse to Americans extending their financia 
and commercial interests in China for fear tha 
the outcome of such extensions would be greate: 
interest by the United States government in the 
"integrity" and in keeping open the "open door.' 
Japan fears that the development of such ma 
terial interests might interfere with her polity, 
to control the business, the politics and the gov 
ernment of China. 


\Yhile professing the most benevolent inten 


tions toward China in thrusting herself into the 
war against Germany and seizing the port o; 
Kiaochow, Japan forced Yuan Shih-kai's govern- 
ment to acquiesce in demands that Japan wouk 
be consulted whenever the question of borrowing 
money from foreigners was concerned and that 
Japanese be given preference over all other cred 
itors. Now we are witnessing the first use in- 
tended to be made of this concession, agains! 
which the Washington government neglected to 
protest or .display any interest in when the now 
famous demands were made upon China. 


THE JACKSON RECALL. 


There is no more substantial reasons for prose 


cuting a recall election against Commissioner of 
Public Safety Jackson than there were for re- 
calling Mayor Davie, and Commissioners Ander- 
son, Baccus and Edwards. Since the recall 
against the last named officials has been drop- 
ped, we ought not be inflicted with a specia_ 
election, with all its harmful disturbance of busi- 
ness, in"an attempt to remove Dr. Jackson from 
office. 


We do not believe the recall is the first in- 


strument the critics of Commissioner Jackson 
should have taken up. There are other means 
which should be tried out before asking the city 
to stand the heavy expense, the bad reputation 
and injury to business which a recall election 
surely will bring upon it. .This conclusion is 
greatly strengthened when we consider that the 
recall of an official offers no promise whatso- 
ever of remedying the conditions complained of. 


If the recall agitators have evidence of neglect 


of duty and maladministration of office morally 
;o justify the removal of Commissioner Jackson 
from office they should have filed it with Mr. 
Jackson and the chief of-police; if it should prove 
sufficient to.convict alleged offenders in court, 
public sentiment will compel the police depart- 
ment to enforce the.laws. But much of the com- 
plaint is, we believe, based upon hearsay and 
long distance observation. The courts have in 
recent suits for damages indicated plainly that 
the police are not justified in violating the laws 
in order to collect evidence against suspected 
violators, and the people of this city should not 
expect the police to do this. If any one has'evi- 
dence'of'unlawful conduct which will be accepted 
n court, he should make a complaint and aid in 
;he' apprehension and conviction of offenders. 


This seems to us a c'ourse preferable to arbi- 


trarily holding an official responsible for strict 
enforcement of the law when no one is lending 
:ordial co-operation and intelligent assistance. If 
ihe charges against Commissioner Jackson in 
the recall petition are 'susceptible of proof it 
ought to be easy to force him to change his offi- 
cial habits or retire from office without a special 
election. And the direct course would be more 
iikely to improve the evil conditions charged 
against Mr. Jackson. 


Voters who are asked to sign the petition and 


who may subsequently be asked to discharge 
their duty of voting in the recall election should 
give careful consideration to the nature of the 
charges and to the statements of the petition 
circulators. It would not be a bad thing to start 
popular co-operation 'in upholding the law with 
the recall petitions. In this connection it is not 
amiss to recall that the State Legislature in 1915 
enacted a new section in the penal code which 
reads as follows: 


Section 64b. Subdivision 1. It sliiUI be nnlinvfiil 


Tor any person circulating, as principal or agent, or* 
having charge or control of tile circulation of, or 
obtaining signatures to. nny petition authorized or 
provided for liy the constitution or laws of the State 
of California regulating the initiative, referendum or 
recall to misrepresent or make any false statement, 
. concerning the contents, purport or effect of any 
such petition to any person vrho signs, or who desires 
to sign, or who la requested to sign, or who makes 
inquiries with reference to any such petition, or to 
whom any such petition Is presented for his or her 
signature. 


Subdivision 8. Any person, either as principal or 


agent, violating any of tihe provisions of this section 
is punishable hy Imprisonment in the state prison, or 
in a county jail, not exceeding two years, or by fine 
not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by both. . . . 


Greece is being denied the choice of the sort 


if neutrality she is to maintain in the war. The 
powers of the Entente Allies are handling this 
matter for Greece and apparently to their own 
satisfaction. English and French troops have 
been landed on the island of Cephalonia on the 
vest coast of Greece, principally at the island's 
chief port, Argostoli, and at Luxuri, five miles 
further north. The British and French minis- 
ters at Athens have explained that necessity 
compelled the Allies to close the harbor and uso 
it as a defense base for naval operations, but that 
"Greek rights would be fully respected." Greece 
is now' surrounded with an iron ring of Allied 
naval forces and her territory is occupied at 
various points by allied troops. The occupation 
of Cephalonia provides a powerful base for pos- 
sible future operations against Austrian, Ger- 
man and Turkish armies in Albania, as well as 
against the flank of an army that might attempt 
a drive on Salonika. Under such conditions neu- 
trality; becomes an empty, meaningless term.
